Lately 
a big “rounding up” movement was 
conducted with results which were en- 
tirely eatisfactory. Between Vlek-

bern established by Imperial and 
Colonial mounted troops. The attempts 
made by Commandants Botha, Lotter, 
and Theron to break through thie line 
were futile. The enemy turned north 
on the approach of the small columns 
of Col, Cummings, and Capts. Nickalls 
and Sandeman from the south, Maj. 
Kavanagh on the east, and Cols. 
Crabhe and Scobell on the west. These 
columns 

MAINTAINED COMMUNICATION. 

The three commandoes being attacked 
Ly Col, Scobell in the neighbourhood 
of Fish River broke towards Roode- 
hoogte, while Commandant Krit- 
z:wer's force, driven by Col. Crabbe 
against the blockhouses on the Storm- 
berg-Rosmead line, was forced to 
scatter, This movement cleared the 
Cradock district of the large com- 
mandos, the most dangerous of which, 
that of Commandant Theron, is pursu- 
ing a southerly direction, harassed 
by British columns. Since the clear- 
ing of the Camdeboo mountains strong 
posts have been established therein to 
Prevent the Boers from re-occupying 
these strongholds. The military 
authorities are well satisfied with the 
Progress made s.nce Gen. French took 
charge of the operations, and antici- 
ate the clearing of the whole of the 
Colony from maurauding bands. 


BOER LOSSES IN SEVEN 
MONTHS. 

Pretoria, Aug. 29.—It is estimated 
that the total reduction of the Boer 
forces from January to July this year 
amonnts to nearly 12,000 men, of
